Pigott  said  he  sought  to  recover  the 
funds  under  the  Federal  False  Claims  Act 
"because  of  government  officials'  reliance 
on  factual  representations  made  by  per¬ 
sons  or  institutions  in  an  attempt  to  get 
public  money,  when  it  turns  out  that  those 
representations  were  in  fact  false." 

A  Sept.  25  press  release  from  Edward's 
office  characterized  the  grant  problems  as 
"possible  errors  or  inaccuracies"  that  were 
"immaterial  and  unintentional  and  that  no 
college  employee  has  committed  any 
wrongful  act." 

According  to  the  Sept.  25  press  release 
from  Edward's  office,  WCC  agreed  to 
repay  $126,289  over  a  four-and-a-nalf  year 
the  federal  period,  while  the  college's  insurance  com¬ 
pany  will  repay  $209,077  and  consultant 
ones  will  repay  $10,000.

Study:  ministers  earning  less,  giving  more 


CAROL  STREAM,  Ill.  (ABP) 
—  Ministers  are  paid  substantial¬ 
ly  lower  compared  to  other  pro¬ 
fessions,  tend  to  be  generous 
with  their  money  and  are  in  debt, 
according  to  a  recent  study  pub¬ 
lished  in  Leadership  magazine. 

According  to  the  report,  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  magazine's  Spring 
1997  edition  and  summarized 
in/  the  Sept.  1  Christianity 
Today,  the  median  salary  for 
pastors  is  about  $33,000.  That 
compares  to  average  or  median 
salaries  in  other  fields  such  as 
$100,000  for  a  director  of  engi¬ 
neering,  $96,229  for  school 
superintendent,  $97,000  for 
manufacturing  vice-president 
and  $160,000  for  top  executive 
for  a  non-profit  organization. 

The  majority  of  pastors  (60%) 
earn  between  $25,000  and 
$49,999.  Three  percent  indicated 
their  salary'  was  $75,000  or  more. 

The  studv  found  that  13%  of 
ministers  moonlight  to  supple¬ 
ment  their  income.  While  almost 


half  said  they  do  not  feel  finan¬ 
cially  content,  70%  of  pastors 
said  they  rarely  or  never  feel 
resentful  about  lack  of  money 
Almost  two-thirds  of  pastors 
said  their  family  tithes  before 
taxes.  Including  those  who  give 
away  10%  after  taxes,  the  figure 
jumped  to  76%.  Only  35%,  how¬ 
ever,  said  they  preach  that  their 


congregations  should  tithe. 

More  than  half  of  pastors 
said  they  pay  off  their  credit- 
card  balances  each  month.  For 
those  who  carry  a  balance,  the 
median  credit-card  debt  is 
about  $3,000,  half  as  much  as 
the  average  American's  out¬ 
standing  balance  of  $5,800. 

Ninety  percent  of  pastors  in 


the  survey  said  it  is  appropriate 
for  a  pastor  to  ask  for  a  raise, 
but  63%  of  those  who  feel 
financially  discontented  have 
never  done  so.  Of  those  who 
have  asked  for  a  raise,  only  13% 
said  they  didn't  get  one. 

Nearly  40%  of  pastors  said 
their  churches  do  not  have  a  pol¬ 
icy  for  even  cost-of-living  raises.

Be  reconcilers 

2  Corinthians  5:11-6:2 


By  Geneva  England 


Elizabeth  Eliot's  incredible 
ministry  of  reconciliation 
occurred  when  she  befriended 
the  Aucan  Indians  of  Ecuador 
who  had  brutally  killed  five  mis¬ 
sionaries,  her  husband  included. 
Elizabeth,  with  her  young 
daughter  and  an  Aucan  woman 
risked  their  lives  offering  friend¬ 
ship,  Christian  love,  and  Christ 
to  this  head-shrinking  tribe. 
Through  her  pioneer  efforts,  the 
Aucans  today  have  peace  with 
themselves  and  outsiders. 

Our  call  to  be  reconcilers 
may  not  be  as  dramatic  nor  as 
successful  as  Elizabeth's; 
nonetheless,  it  is  needed  in  our 
jungle-like  world  of  hate. 

Motivation  (5:11-15).  Paul 
had  zealously  fought  against 


the  cause  of  Christ 
before  his  conver¬ 
sion  experience  on 
the  Damascus  Road;  England 
afterward,  he  even 
more  zealously  tried  to  per¬ 
suade  men  about  the  love  of 
Christ  who  "died  for  all"  (15). 

He  explained  that  "an  eternal 
house  in  heaven,  not  built  by 
human  hands,"  (5:1  NIv) 
awaits  believers  at  death. 

Four  factors  motivated  Paul 
to  minister  day  and  night.  First, 
"all"  believers  will  appear 
before  the  judgment  seat  of 
Christ  to  receive  rewards  for 
their  good  deeds.  Second,  "all" 
sinners  are  dead  (v.14)  prior  to 
their  belief  in  Christ  as  Savior 
and  Lord.  Third,  the  "terror  of 
the  Lord,"  (meaning  reverential 
fear  and  respect)  compelled 


Paul  because  he  didn't 
want  to  displease  God 
(v.ll).  Fourth,  the  "love  of 
Christ  constrained"  (v.14) 
him  to  work  without 
ceasing. 

These  same  reasons 
should  motivate  us.  Our 
heartfelt  reply  should  be, 
"Yes,  Lord,  I'll  do  whatev¬ 
er  you  want  me  to  do." 

Everyone  can't  be  a  mis¬ 
sionary,  but  God  has  given  us 
some  talent  we  should  use  for 
his  glory.  For  some,  being  an 
encourager  is  their  special  talent; 
for  others,  the  voice,  the  hands, 
the  feet,  etc.  Whatever  talent 
God  gave  you  should  be  used 
enthusiastically  for  the  Lord. 

Message  (5:16-19).  Verses  lb- 
19  address  reconciliation.  To 
reconcile  means  "to  change"  or 
"to  be  brought  from  enmity  to 
friendship  with  God."  Enmity 
is  defined  in  Romans  8:7  as 
"The  sinful  mind  is  enmity' 
against  God."  Because  sin  sepa¬ 
rates  man  from  God,  some  pro¬ 
vision  is  necessary  for  man  to 


move  from  Point  A(totally  sin¬ 
ful)  to  Point  B  (totally  sinless). 
This  occurred  through  the  cross 
when  Christ  "having  slain  the 
enmity,"  created  one  new  man 
reconciled  to  God  (Eph.  2:15- 
16).  "For  by  grace  are  ye  saved 
through  faith.. .not  of  works, 
lest  any  man  should  boast" 
(Eph.  2:8-9). 

Ministry  (5:20-6:2). 

Christians  are  privileged  and 
responsible  for  sharing  the 
gospel  message  with  the  lost. 
Remember,  as  a  believer,  you  are 
the  recipient  of  someone's  min¬ 
istry.  Jesus,  having  purchased 
through  his  death,  burial,  and 
resurrection  salvation  for  all 
who  believe,  sent  his  messen¬ 
gers  into  the  world  —  to  Jews 
and  Gentiles  alike.  The  first  con¬ 
verts  became  Christ's  ambas¬ 
sadors.  Ambassadors  must  pos¬ 
sess  a  minimum  of  three  qualifi¬ 
cations:  child  of  God,  willing¬ 
ness  to  serve,  and  spiritual 
knowledge.  Ambassadors  are 
admonished  to  "Study  to  show 
thyself  approved  unto  God,  a 


workman  that  needeth  not  to  be 
ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the 
word  of  truth"  (2  Tim.  2:15). 

Ministry  (5:20-6:2).  What  a 
wonderful  message  to  carry:  a 
sinless  Savior  dying  to  pay  the 
sinners  debt  so  that  they  may 
receive  the  imputed  righteous¬ 
ness  of  God. 

Are  you  grateful  enough  for 
this  gift?  Have  you  thanked 
God  for  your  position  in  Christ? 
We  so  often  forget  the  great  sac¬ 
rifice  Christ  made  for  us. 

Jesus's  greatest  command¬ 
ment  is  "love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart  and  with  all 
thy  soul  and  with  all  thy  mind 
and  with  all  thy  strength,"  and 
his  second,  "love  thy  neighbor 
as  thyself."  These  involve  two 
kinds  of  reconciliation.  First, 
we  must  be  reconciled  to  God 
by  having  a  right  standing  with 
him.  Second,  we  must  reconcile 
ourselves  with  others,  living  in 
love  and  harmony  as  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  our  love  for  Christ.

Judgement  and  hope 

Genesis  6-9 


By  Jason  Bird 


The  ancient  literature  of  many 
societies  give  an  account  of  a 
great  flood  destroying  the  earth. 
Yet,  God  inspired  only  one 
account  and  it,  therefore,  is  the 
only  reliable  authority  of  the 
events  that  took  place.  This 
account  is  the  story  of  Noah 
recorded  in  our  passage  of  study. 

Depths  of  Human  Sin  (6:5). 
Three  phrases  reflect  the  depth  of 
sin  prevalent  on  the  earth  in  the 
days  of  Noah:  "every  inclination," 
"only  evil"  and  "all  the  time." 
When  God  looked  upon  what 
had  become  of  his  wonderful  cre¬ 
ation,  he  saw  a  picture  of  total 
depravity.  The  resulting  society 


was  completely  god- 


ompletely 

less.  This  didn't  happen 
overnight.  Rather,  it 
was  the  consequence  of  Bird 
generations  of  spiritual 
neglect,  going  back  to  Cain  and, 
ultimately,  Adam.  Just  as  God 
had  herd  these  men  accountable 
for  their  acts  of  disobedience,  the 
time  came  when  God  responded 
to  the  wickedness  of  the  men  of 
Noah's  day  also. 

God’s  Response  To  Sin  (6:6- 
7).  When  Goa  responds  to  sin,  he 
does  not  do  so  out  of  anger.  The 
destruction  of  the  world  did  not 
come  in  a  fit  of  rage.  Instead,  we 
see  God's  heart  was  broken  over 
the  sinfulness  of  man.  God  had 
given  his  very  best  for  mankind 


to  enjoy  on  this  earth,  yet 
they  still  would  not  give 
their  hearts  to  him.  Just  as 
Adam  had  chosen  to 
ignore  the  bounty  of  the 

garden  for  the  supposed 
enefit  of  disobeying 
God,  so  had  the  genera¬ 
tions  which  followed. 
Mankind  had  rejected 
God's  expressions  of  love. 
Even  today,  there  are  those 
who  reject  all  or  God's  blessings 
and  choose  to  live  outside  of  ms 
will.  And,  just  as  it  did  in  the  days 
of  Noah,  such  a  decision  breaks 

A  Man  Who  Walked  With 

God  (6:8-9).  Noah  stood  in  stark 
contrast  to  the  wickedness  of 
the  men  around  him.  Out  of  all 
the  people  on  the  earth,  only  he 
found  favor  in  the  eyes  of  God. 
His  legacy  is  that  of  a  righteous 
man  blameless  among  his 
peers.  Noah's  life  exemplified 
completeness  and  wholeness. 


He  found  contentment  in  serv¬ 
ing  God  and  chose  to  do  so 
even  when  no  one  else  did. 

God  today  looks  for  those 
willing  to  stand  for  him  in  a 
godless  society.  It  is  difficult  to 
stand  when  you  feel  all  alone  in 
your  resolve,  but,  as  Noah's 
experience  shows,  God’s  way  is 
always  the  best  way. 

Deliverance  From 

Judgement  (6:18-19;  8:16-17). 
Goa  told  Noah  of  His  plans  to 
destroy  the  world  and  now  he 
would  start  over  again  with  the 
survivors  on  the  ark.  Time  and 
again,  the  scriptures  record 
Noah's  faith  and  obedience  by 
proclaiming,  "Noah  did  every¬ 
thing  just  as  God  commanded 
himv’  because  of  Noah's  faith  in 
God,  God  established  a 
covenant  with  him.  The 
covenant  promised  God's  pro¬ 
tection  for  him  and  his  family 
in  the  destruction  to  come. 

Those  who  have  faith  in  God 


and  remain  obedient  to  him 
have  no  fear  of  impending 
judgement.  Because  of  God's 
covenant  that  he  established 
through  Jesus  Christ,  believers 
are  spared  the  judgement  they 
deserve  because  of  their  sins. 

A  Covenant  With  God  (9:11- 
13).  After  the  floodwaters  reced¬ 
ed,  God  made  another 
covenant.  This  one  was  not  just 
for  Noah,  but  for  all  of  humani¬ 
ty.  The  term  of  the  covenant  was 
that  he  would  never  again 
destroy  the  earth  with  water. 
The  sign  of  the  covenant  was  the 
rainbow  he  placed  in  the  sky. 

Whenever  believers  see  rain¬ 
bows  today,  we  should  be 
reminded  of  the  faithfulness  of 
God.  The  flood  account  tells  of 
God's  judgement  and  mercy: 
his  judgement  on  sin  and  his 
mercy  for  those  who  respond  to 
him  in  faith.
